Whom for this'T eſteem as un- 
dilful in the art of happineſs, 
Ms thoſe Navigators in So/o- 
Mor's time ,. were of the art 
o Sailing; who cruſed. along 
þ many tedious ſhoars for 
Fraching the gold of Ophir , a 
purney eafily ro-be accompli- 
ſhed , 1a 'ar lefs than half the 
time, Happineſs is not the 
product of ' ſuch endeayourse , 
and theſe are rather hinderan- 
&than helps to Solitude. And

*F who, when he told him thar

| TI know that there are ſome 
| gat perſons, who, like great 
ſhes, never come to ſhoar till 
they be wounded, diſaſters, at- 
fronts and neceſſities driving 
them there for ſhelter, rather 
than choice; and this makes 
many think, that theſe excomt- 
wns given to Solitude, are Cl- 
ther contrived by Pedants, who 


could never reach preterments, 
| Or 
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after they have been outed of 
their publick Emyloyments, 
 harangue againſt what they 
have loft, to fſatisfie, not ther 
reaſon, but their revenge. But 
to theſe I an{wer, that Solitude 


1s by this objettion prov'd to 
bean excellent ſtate,ſfeeing even 


the diſtreſſed expect an aſyle 
and prote41on there : for di. 
ſtreſs makes us run where we 
may expect help; and that 
muſt be .the fecureſt harbour, 
to which the diſtreſſedſt veilels 
make their application. And! 
believe beſt th: ſe Elogies, 
which Solitude gets from ſuch 
who know both ſtates; and be 
cauſe ſome uſe this as aPretext, 


therefore it muſt be excellent: 


for the exccllenteſt things are 
onely uſed, and can onely ferve 
as Pretexts; and that cant 
but be much reſpected amongſt 


'men, whoſe very ſhadow can 


make 
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and make misfortunes be e- 
ſeemed happineſs. Yet certain- 
ly, misfortunes may make men 
real Philoſophers, as afflictions 
make real Chriſtians : and it. 15 
yery probable, that one, who, 
after much confidence in Court 
and Riches, hath been tumbled 
down unexpectedly , will be 
more really convinced of its 
ſlipperineſs and emptineſs,than 
ſuch as never found the effeQs 
of ſo much revolution. But 
there are many alſo, fuch as 
Dioclefian and Charles the fifth, 
doth Emperours, and many 0- 
thers, who after a compleat 
fruition of all Courtly ſucceſs 
and pleaſure, have taken a 1o- 
mn congy of it, whilſt it yet 
{miled upon them ; and I am 
confident many more would, 
if they did not apprehend much 

zard .'in their retreat from 
theſe who thought themſelves
